The storm of Tuesday, rain falling 


throughout the day, proved disastrous 
to hopes of many aspirants for official 
distinction here and elsewhere, 
and 


when the final count was made there 
were surprises in store. The unfavor- 
able 
weather, however, kept many 


voters at home, only 1,347 votes being 
cast for the candidates for mayor, 
while over 1,600 volts were polled at 
the election one year ago. 
The fact 


that more or less of our citizens looked 
with favor upon both candidates for 
mayor, having no particular choice, 
also probably accounted somewhat for 
the light vote, notwithstanding that 
both of them were out to win and did 
some hard work during a few days be- 
fore election. There was a strong fight 
for the office of comptroller, with five 
candidates in the field, but the excel- 
lent record that A. J. Cunneen has 
made during the past two years en- 
sured his re-election at this time, and 
when the voces were counted he had 
nearly as many as all the other candi- 
dates combined, lacking only 7. 
The 


new council, with Mayor Walters pres- 
iding, will bold its first meeting next 
Tuesday evening.

Stevens Point Oil Co., $335,000; Wig- 
wam Oil Co., $335,000; Appleton-Osage 
Oil Co.. $400.000; Waukesha Oil Co. 
880.000; Elk Oil Co., 
$35,000. 
For 


other properties not included' above 
about $180.000 will b» received, mak- 
ing the total $1,365,000. 


The option given at the meeting held 


here in February was until April 1st, 
and it was formally accepted on that 
date in New York city, a registered 
letter to that effect being received here 
on Sunday. 
Who the purchasers are is 


not stated, and in fact is known 
by but few, if any, of the stockholders 
in the companies named. 
Some are of 


the opinion that the Standard Oil Co. 
is back of the deal, while others say 
that it is an English syndicate, but 
none of the stockholders seem to care, 
being satisfied with the fact that they 
will realize well on their investments 
and that between $800.000 and $900,000 
will be distributed among present and 
former Stevens Pointers, a few of 
whom will receive from $75,000 to 
$150,000. 
The entire amount repre- 


sented in the above transaction will be 
sent to this city, and the stockholders 
will be paid by check, not later than 
the first of next month.

Stevens Point a division headquarters, 
for both freight and passenger trains, 
IB regarded as a certainty by railroad 
men and othf-rs who have watched the 
progrcbj trend of this company since it 
came into possession of the old Wiscon- 
sin Central. The Soo has had and is 
still having much difficulty in handling 
its freight business, owing mainly to 
the long distance between divisions, 
and not a day passes that from one to 
a dozen trains are tied up for hours in 
the Iwal i ard«, while the same state 
of affair* exists at different 
points 


along the line, north and south. 
To 


relieve this congested condition, th 
divisions must be shortened or changed 
especially after the new cut-off 
be 


tween Spencer and Owen is completed 
which will be in a short time.

tains an otFer of assistance iwhich nil 
towns having roads or bridges to build 
thi.s season should take advantage of 
without fail. 
It is beginning 10 he 


recognized by everybody that if we are 
to get the best results for our money 
spent on roads and bridges we should 
do the work according to the best 
knowledge of the times. 
The road 


building methods of our fathers have 
proved a failure when modern condi- 
tions must be met. 


With the present high cost of every- 


thing we buy, it behooves us to get the 
most for our money. We cannot go on 
buiiding expensive roads in such 
a 


manner that they last but a short time; 
and when we build a bridge it should 
be of the most substantial, permanent 
character so that it won't wash out 
with the freshets it is subjected to. 
Every new bridge should have a con- 
crete floor, so expensive replanking 
will be unnecessary. 


The highway division of the geolog- 


ical survey has saved many towns con- 
siderable money on roads and bridges. 
Their last report gives a picture of a 
fine bridge in Barron county on which 
the town chairman states they saved 
the town $1,500. The good roads about 
the state which they have assisted in 
building are highly pleasing to 
the 


communities where they have been con- 
structed. 


With such a record of helpfulness and 


money saving as this division has, it 
would seem that every chairman who 
does not ask for their free assistance 
when he has a road or bridge to build, 
is doing himself and his town a great 
injustice.

TO SURVEY ENTIRE STATE 


Nany Cities Investigate to Get at Root 


of Evils Responsible for 


CoisumptioB. 


Unusual interest has been aroused by 


the action of the Racine common coun- 
cil in granting the Racine Anti Tuber- 
culosis society permission to erect a 
hospital for advanced cases of consump- 
tion to be maintained in connection 
with the existing isolation hospital. 
Outside of Milwaukee. Racine is the 
first city in Wisconsin to provide a hos- 
pital for advanced cases, 'but this step 
is in process of formation at Madison. 
LaCrosse, Kenosha, Oshkosh and other 
large cities. 


The "survey," in other words getting 


the facts concerning tuberculosis, be- 
gun by th« Wisconsin Anti-Tuberculosis 
association, is meeting with gratifying 
support all over the state, although 
the investigation is only in its infancy. 
All cities having visiting nurses' asso- 
ciations are starting 
investigations 


with the assistance of the state associ- 
ation. 
The work is progressing in 


Milwaukee with much greater facility 
than expected, under existing circum- 
stances and as soon as the survey is 
well under way in the metropolis. Miss 
Kathrene Gedney, graduate of the state 
university, who is in charge of the 
work, will start through the state, 
which will be tully covered as speedily 
as possible. 


Under the direction of Mrs. Hooper, 


one of the leading members of the 
Women's club at Oshkosh. the condi- 
tions are being investigated in that 
city and Miss Gedney has been called 
upon to assist. 
All deaths from con- 


sumption in Oshkosh will be located on 
a large map; the conditions surround- 


I"* Sa:h ««"tained, and steps formu- 
lated to prevent further progress of 
the disease. Meanwhile existing cases 
will be taken care of. 
A bureau of information has been 


established by the association at Mil- 
waukee and in ready for all inquiries 
and information. The general offices 
are in the Goldsmith building, Mil- 
waukee. 


Gyaoisiim Work Popular. 


That 1,796 men are registered in the 


gymnasium classes, indoor and outdoor 
sports at the University of Wisconsin 
this year is shown by the annual report 
of the athletic director. 


AH freshmen and sophomores are re- 


quired to take gymnastic work, and 15 
branches are offered them to choose 
from. 
There are 778 first year and 681 


second year men enrolled in the requir- 
ed work, making a total of 1,459 lower- 
classmen in physical training. Besides 
these there are many upperclassmen 
who have continued their 
training, 


either in indoor or outdoor sports. 


Besides the 398 students in the 
reg- 


ular gymnasium classes and the 60 in 
the special class for the physically de- 
ficient under the direction of the med- 
ical examiner, there are 303 in the 
cross country work and running; 147 in 
rowing, including 117 for the freshman 
crew and 30 for the 'Varsity; 133 in 
swimming; 190 in track work, including

Silks are even more difficult to 


wash than flaunt Is. 
In cleanhiR llan- 


uuls all that is necessary* to rciuciuber 
is that it one starts tlu> laundry work 
with hot water the rinsiiiK and bluing 
waters must he of the same tempera- 
ture, or all three waters ina\ be cold, 
for the shrinking of the material is 
caused by changing the 
K'irments 


from one temperature to another. The 
so-called fine silk flannels should be 
washed by the same method as is 
here given for silks. 


With silks the piouess differs from 


that used lor flannels that neither hot 
nor cold water should be used and 
that the washing, rinsing and bluing 
waters should all be tepid. 
Make a 


lather with some good soap, do uot 
rub soap on the silk unless to remove 
perspiration stains. Hub between the 
hands, not on a boaid, rinse, blue, and 
squeeze out as n.uch water as possi- 
ble, but do not wring. The advantage 
of this will be found when doing the 
iron ins; as fewer wrinkles will have to 
be removed. 
Shake 
the 
garments 


into shape and 
hang where they 


will ^ret air and dry evenly, hut not in 
the sun. as sun burns silks as well as 
complexions. 


When they ere almost dry iron with 


a rnork-rately hot iron, just hot enough 
to remove the wrinkles, and do not 
let it rtmain iu one place longer than 
absolutely necessary, as it is the heat 
that discolors silks. 


Soft silks, wash, china, and 
espe- 


cially pongee must be ironed when 
damp all over or when perfectly dry. 
They, particularly the pongee, cannot 
be sprinkled as 
after 
ironing 
the 


sprinkling 
will 
show in 
unsightly 


spots and the garment must be again 
wet all over to remove them. 
The 


best results may be obtained by iron- 
ing silk when it is damp as so hot an 
iron 
is 
not 
required 
to remove 


wrinkles as when the material is per- 
fectly drr. 


White and pink silks will turn yel- 


low if washed in hot water and 
a 


deep yellow if boiled and especially 
will this be noted in the wash ribbons 
that are used so much in lingerie, 
while pale blue will fade to a clear 
•white and remain so as long as they 
are in use. 


The easiest way to keep lingerie 


ribbons in order is to wash a number 
of them at a time in tepid water and 
wind around a large bottle and leave 
them thereon until dry. This has the 
same effect as ironing without 
the 


drawback of the heat. Fine laces may 
also be dried to great advantage by 
this method. 


White silk stockings, lingerie, un- 


derwear, waists, and 
dresses 
that 


have become spoiled by careless wash- 
ing and are too yellow to be attrac- 
tive may he dipped in instantaneous 
dyes with most excellent results and 
be as pretty as new. 
Silk that has 


become yellow will take a fine shade 
of tan and that which is only a deep 
cream can be colored a dainty pink 
or baby blue, while any dark shade is 
still easier to handle. 


In using instantaneous dyes be care- 


ful to try a sample of the material 
first to be sure that the desired shade 
has been obtained and in dyeing to 
have all parts of the articles 
thor- 


oughly soaked, special attention being 
given to shirrings, plaits, belts, and 
all parts where the goods is in folds. 
When the process of dyeing is com- 
pleted the coloring matter will be in 
the materials and the water will be 
almost clear. 


The only way to launder white silks 


and to keep them white is do it one's 
self, avoid heat and complete the pro- 
cess as rapidly as possible.
